MORE than a third of all petty criminals in 
Haringey never complete their community 
service punishments. 

According to probation service statistics obtained 
by the Advertiser, more than 40 per cent of criminals 
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in the borough given community service 
placements are let off the work. 

Petty criminals are handed community 
service orders as an alternative punishment 
to prevent overloading prison cells. Tasks 
typically involve clearing parks, removing 
graffiti or litter-picking. But out of 1,485 
community service orders given in the past 
three years, just 905 were completed. 

Lynne Featherstone, MP for Hornsey and 
Wood Green, will be writing to the proba¬ 
tion service, Haringey Council and police 
about finding ways to shake up 
the monitoring of those carrying out 
community service. She said: “I’m really 
shocked. Community service can be a bril¬ 
liant system helping people avoid prison 
and preventing criminals from re-offending. 

“But when the system is being abused 
and community service is not completed 
it becomes a pointless exercise.” 

A spokeswoman for London Probation 
argued that there are various reasons why 
community service orders are not com¬ 
pleted. She said: “Reasons for failure to 
attend can include long-term sickness, an 
offender being placed in custody due to a 
further offence or if an offender moves 
house, who would therefore also be 


transferred to another probation area. 

“An offender is automatically returned 
to court after failing to attend two com¬ 
munity order sessions without providing 
an adequate explanation. 

“The court reviews the order and may 
re-sentence. If an offender fails to attend 
court, a warrant for their arrest is issued.” 

Nilgun Canver, cabinet member for 
enforcement and safer communities, 
defended the community service work 
carried out in the borough. 

She said: “It is important to help 
offenders give something back to the 
community and feel that they are part of a 
successful team. 

“The programme has carried out some 
fantastic work in Haringey that would not 
otherwise be done. 

“We will continue to work with the pro¬ 
bation service to help engage offenders in 
work that benefits neighbourhoods and 
helps the offender to re-engage with the 
world of work.” 

A spokeswoman for the police said that 
Safer Neighbourhood teams are involved 
in helping to identify areas where com¬ 
munity service work needs improvement.

T HE government announced 
last week that its compulsory 
scheme for every UK resi¬ 
dent to own an identity card 
will now only be issued to 
those who want them. But does this 
mean we can all breathe a sigh of relief? 
“Absolutely not,” said Caroline Day, co¬ 
ordinator of N02ID Alexandra Palace 
Group. “The ID card is just the tip of 
the iceberg in the government’s plan to 
create a national database with every¬ 
one’s personal information on - this is 
the main threat to our privacy and civil 
liberties, and it’s still there.” 

The proposed database - National 
Identity Register - will be designed to 
hold about 50 pieces of information 
on every individual, including race, 
religion, sexual orientation, medical his¬ 
tory, fingerprints and other biometric 
details, which an accompanying ID card 
would be used to verify 
But even though UK residents will be 
allowed to choose to have an ID card or 
not, if they don’t the government will 
still use their passport information to 
upload their personal details to the NIR, 
so many like Ms Day are asking the 
question, what’s the difference? 

She said: “Already the government is 
creating a metadatabase compiled from 
various sources such as police number 
plate recognition and other personal 
information contained in passports. But 
if administrative errors keep occurring 
on smaller databases they would also 
happen on larger ones where the results

will be even more catastrophic. 

“Already we have horror stories of 
innocent people, such as Jean Charles 
De Menezes, being treated as guilty due 
to some administrative blunder and who 
have died because of it - we’re turning 
into a society where people are now 
guilty until proven innocent.” 

N02ID Alexandra Palace was 
officially launched last month as 
Haringey’s contribution to the national 
N02ID campaign, which has 70,000 
members, but Ms Day feels support

needs to grow and fears that a lack of 
awareness, particularly in the younger 
generation, could one day allow the 
government to get its wish. 

She said: “There is a worrying attempt 
to normalise identity issues in schools, 


such as where some children need to 
give fingerprints to get a book out of the 
library; this is happening in some 
schools even without parental consent. 

“The younger generations will be 
affected the most if they are led to 
believe there’s no problem giving away 
personal details no matter how pointless. 

“Once this happens we’ll have a 
whole generation of adults who won’t 
think twice about giving personal infor¬ 
mation away, only for it to be shared by 
bureaucrats and government officials.”

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Ms Day added the scheme is the last ^ 
thing the government should be think¬ 
ing about during a recession since it 
would cost an estimated minimum 
£5.8billion - nearly £1 billion of which 
has already been spent since 2003. 

Clive Menzies, a member of 
Alexandra Palace Group, helped run a 
N02ID stall in The Broadway, Crouch 
End, last Saturday and was pleased 
with the support. He said: “The sup¬ 
port we received was beyond what we

had expected. It is not beyond the wit 
of man to keep information where it 
needs to be and transmitted on a need- 
to-know basis. I’m strongly against the 
bogus justification that ID cards will 


in some way make us safer. There is no 
benefit whatsoever. In fact crimes like 
identity fraud will increase signifi¬ 
cantly if they were introduced. 

“It’s all about creating an atmos¬ 
phere of suspicion, which is already 
strongly felt on public transport. If 
more attention was paid to history, 
more people would realise these kind 
of totalitarian policies, which deprive 
people of their civil liberties, have 
been tried before and haven’t worked. 


“The important thing is to keep up 
the pressure. A battle may have been 
won with the government backing 
down on making ID cards compulsory, 
but the war is not over yet.”

Mayor’s shock 
defection puts 
end to seven 
Tory-free years 

HARINGEY’S newly selected 
mayor has become the first Tory 
councillor in the borough for seven 
years after suddenly defecting to 
the party. 

Alan Dobbie ended 27 years 
of membership to the Labour 
party last Wednesday with his 
shock decision to swap sides just 
seven weeks after his Labour 
colleagues elected him as the 
borough’s mayor - a prestigious 
post he has now relinquished. 

Mr Dobbie, who is now in 
opposition to the borough’s 31 
Labour councillors and 21 Liberal 
Democrats, said he knew the 
decision would lose him friends, 
but he has become disillusioned 
with Labour. 

He said: “After a great deal of 
soul searching, I’ve taken the 
hardest decision of my life. It was 
a very difficult decision and I 
know it will hurt, anger and 
upset many. 

“Time will tell whether Noel 
Park residents accept my apology.” 

He has vowed to continue to 
work on behalf of his Noel Park 
constituents, saying Labour is 
focusing on the wrong issues. But 
he insisted that he has no grudge 
against his former colleagues, 
dismissing suggestions that his 
departure was linked to councillor 
Claire Kober becoming Haringey 
Labour Party leader last 
December.

Life for killer 
after ex-lover 
reports boasts

A MAN was jailed on Friday for gunning down a 
man in the street 11 years ago after a former 
lover went to the police. 

A baseball cap found in Mahamed 
Farah’s hand conclusively linked 
Anthony Carter, 36, to the shoot¬ 
ing in September 1998. 

The 37-year-old waiter of Dray¬ 
ton Road, Tottenham, died after 
Carter shot him in the head at the 
junction of Jansen Road and 
Philip Lane, Tottenham. Carter 
was arrested and quizzed by 
police at the time, but he was 
released without charge. 

It was only when one of 
his former girlfriends went to 
police saying that he had 
confessed to the murder that the 
case was reopened. 

After he was found guilty by 
a majority verdict at the 
Old Bailey, he 
jailed for life with a 
recommenda 
tion that he A 


serves at least 20 years behind bars. 

Investigating officer, Detective Inspector John 
Sandlin of the Met’s Homicide And Serious 
Crime Command, said: “This verdict is 
justly deserved. Carter probably 
thought he had evaded justice for 
the murder of Mahamed Farah, 
however, new witness evi¬ 
dence enabled the investiga¬ 
tion team to progress this 
case and secure a convic¬ 
tion ten years on. 

“I urge anyone who has 
information about any 
murder, no matter how 
long ago it may have taken 
place, to please give that 
information to police. Offi¬ 
cers will always assess the 
information and act on it 
accordingly.”

A WOMAN cannot leave home 
to go to work after she was 
attacked by a group in her street. 

Lily Roberts, 64, of Sherring- 
ham Avenue, Tottenham, says 
her neighbourhood has suffered 
anti-social behaviour from a 
large family of between 15 and 
25 people for the past 18 months. 

According to Mrs Roberts, the 
group assemble on the streets 
and intimidate other residents 
by playing loud music, drinking 
excessively and use neighbours’ 
gardens to dump their rubbish. 

On July 1, when Mrs Roberts 
was returning home at about 
11pm, the street to her house 
was blocked. She said: “When I 


tried to get past a woman poured 
beer over me and shouted racist 
abuse. A man grabbed me from 
behind, pushed me against a car 
and tried to strangle me before 
another man intervened by 
pulling me away from them. 

“Thankfully he took me home. 

“I only noticed my eye was 
damaged half an hour later. 
Either the man who attacked me 
had poked my eye or my 
glasses, which he bent, had 
somehow pressed into my eye.” 

Mrs Roberts was told by doc¬ 
tors at Moorfields Eye Hospital, 
based in Old Street, that she had 
two burst blood vessels and 
bruising to her eye and advised 
her to rest for three weeks. 

Haringey police have arrested 


and bailed a 47-year-old woman 
on suspicion of racially aggra¬ 
vated ABH. Police are still trac¬ 
ing the man who attacked Mrs 
Roberts and would like to hear 
from the man who helped her. 

Mrs Roberts has written to 
David Lammy, MP for Totten¬ 
ham and Wood Green, to ask for 
help. She said: “I’m wary of 
even leaving my home. Now the 
woman has been bailed I don’t 
know what she might try. Mr 
Lammy promised a safer Tot¬ 
tenham. These people should be 
evicted from their house.”

WHAT’S always impressed about 
the Harry Potter cinematic jugger¬ 
naut is its consistent quality of 
what’s now six films. 

Right from the start, when we first 
caught the train from Platform 9 3 /4, 
different directors have excelled in 
maximising the adventure elements 
and taking us by the seat of our 
pants into the heart of J.K. Rowl¬ 
ing’s parallel universe. 

But in the last one, director David 
Yates wisely balanced the magical 
mayhem with individual stories of 
emerging adolescence, and in this he 
returns to transform Hogwarts into a 
horny high school of teenage angst. 

Harry loves Ginny but she’s mak¬ 
ing out with Dean. Hermione is pur¬ 
sued by Cormac but she blatantly 
fancies Ron. Ron doesn’t know 
what he wants, but ends up snog¬ 
ging Lavender. 

Good to see the characters pro¬ 
gressing but Yates also pays atten¬ 
tion to the darker elements as the 
grip of Voldemort tightens, and it’s 
quite pleasing to see Draco fancy¬ 
ing absolutely no one, just wanting 
to pulverise Harry and his chums 
into tiny little pieces. 


Indeed, in many respects this is 
the most satisfying film of the fran¬ 
chise, as the characters are more 
rounded and there is a good mix¬ 
ture of light and shade - although I 
did miss the rampant imagination of 
a director like Alfonso Cuaron 
(Pt III) who transformed Potter into 
a nightmarish twilight zone of 
twisted desire. 

Out of the new lot, Jim Broadbent 
does a characteristically brilliant turn 
as Potions Professor Horace 
Slughorn, while newcomer Jessie 
Cave is perfect as rampant bundle of 
teenage hormones Lavender Brown. 


With relief to Potter fans every¬ 
where, Emma Watson decided to 
stay for the rest of the series and 
her advancement in the acting 
stakes, with Grint not far behind, is 
the most marked of the unholy trin¬ 
ity in a sensitive performance as 
Hermione finally encounters a force 
over which her magic has no power. 

With a two-part finale on the dark¬ 
ening horizon the challenge now is 
to maintain standards and finish the 
series with a tumultuous bang, to 
make this one of the great big- 
screen adventures of our time.

Recipe of 
the week

Chicken Dansak 
(2 Portions) 

2 chicken supremes, vegetable 
oil, 1 clove garlic, 25g grated root 
ginger, 1/2 red finely chopped 
chilli, Itbsp vegetable oil, 

250g sliced onions, 1 cardomon 
pod,1 cinnamon stick, 2 cloves, 
1/2 tbsp tomato puree, 

Itbsp mixture - curry powder/ 
turmeric/cumin/garam masala, 
150g red lentils, 250ml vegetable 
stock, seasoning, coriander to 
garnish 

1. Dice chicken and marinate in the 
garlic, ginger, chilli & vegetable oil. 

2. Pre-heat veg oil in a sauteuse 
(pan used to toss food) and add 
sliced onions, cardomon pods, 
cinnamon stock and cloves. Fry 
gently until browned (20-30 mins) 

3. Add the tomato puree, lentils 
and spice mixture to fried onions. 
Mix well and cover with veg stock. 

4. Bring the lentils to the boil and 
simmer for 15 minutes. (Add more 
stock if the mixture dries out) 

5. Pre-heat a frying pan and in 
small batches seal the marinated 
chicken pieces. Add chicken to 
lentil mix and continue cooking for 
a further 30 minutes. 

6. Season with salt and pepper. 
Garnish with chopped coriander.

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RARING TO GO

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR striker 
Jermain Defoe admits that he 
cannot wait for the new season to 
get under way after enduring an 
injury-plagued second half to the 
last campaign. 

Defoe picked up a foot injury 
which ruled him out of action for 
almost three months shortly after 
rejoining Spurs from Portsmouth 
for £15million in January, restrict¬ 
ing him to just six league starts in 
the remainder of the season. 

“That rest was more than enough 
for me,” he said. “I was injured 
towards the end of last season and 
I missed a lot of games. 

“I always look forward to pre¬ 
season, coming in and training 
with the lads and having the banter 
with them. 

“You miss that when you are 
away. I’ll come back feeling good, 
raring to go again and hopefully 
have a really big season.” 

Meanwhile, the expected sum¬ 
mer exodus from Tottenham began 
last week when Ivory Coast inter¬ 
national midfielder Didier Zokora 
completed his move to Seville. 

The deal appeared to have fallen 
through after the Spanish outfit 
failed to meet Tottenham’s valua¬ 
tion of the player, but the two clubs 
finally agreed a fee on Wednesday. 


Zokora signed for Spurs from St 
Etienne for £8.2million after the 
2006 World Cup and quickly 
became an integral part of the 
midfield at White Hart Lane - 
making 134 appearances. 

But his first-team opportunities 
became increasingly limited follow¬ 
ing Wilson Palacios’ move from 
Wigan Athletic in January, and boss 
Harry Redknapp was believed to 
be happy for him to go. 

And Adel Taarabt has confirmed 
his desire to leave the club after 
struggling to make an impact at 
White Hart Lane. 

The 20-year-old midfielder, who 
spent the end of last season on 
loan at Queens Park Rangers, has 
failed to make a single league start 
in more than two years at 
Tottenham and is being linked 
with a move to Malaga. 

“I’ve been here for two years 
and never really had a chance,” he 
said. “There are clubs that want 
me who are ready to give me a 
chance. I want to improve and 
prove my talent. 

“If I stay at Tottenham I would 
not be able to do that. I want 
to leave.”

Williamson stars 
at British trials 

RISING sprint star Simeon Williamson 
booked his place at next month’s World 
Athletics Championships in Berlin with a 
stunning display at the British trials in 
Birmingham over the weekend. 

The 23-year-old Highgate Harrier pro¬ 
duced a blistering run in Saturday’s final of 
the lOOmetres in the trials, which doubled 
up as the British Championships, clocking 
a time of 10.05seconds into a strong head¬ 
wind to leave a high-class field - including 
hot favourite Dwain Chambers - trailing in 
his wake. 

“It’s good to win a national title,” he said. 
“I’m happy to win my first national title 
after being the bridesmaid so many times. 

“It was all about booking my place 
in the worlds. I can see a few things I need 
to work on, but it was a very well put 
together race. 

“I’ve just got to go out and put in a good 
performance in Germany. Hopefully I 
won’t get injured like I did at the Beijing 
Olympics. A medal is a possibility - if you 
make the final anything is possible.” 

Williamson added: “I was hoping to go 
sub ten seconds, but obviously it wasn’t the 
case. Now I’ve got to go back on the circuit 
and start competing with the big boys.” 

And he will get the chance to take on the 
best when he competes against world record 
holder Usain Bolt in the London Grand Prix 
at Crystal Palace later this month. 

Meanwhile, sprinter Leon Baptiste from 
Enfield and Haringey Athletic Club secured 
a bronze medal in the men’s 200m in 
Birmingham on Sunday. 

After reaching the final as the fastest 
qualifier, Baptiste looked set to finish in 
second place until he was overtaken by the 
experienced Marlon Devonish just before 
the line. 
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
